are angry because some unknown part- 
ies shot into their camp. 


Shortly before 8 o'clock the men 


in camp were aroused by the sound of 
shots and the whistling of bullets 
coming from the direction 
of 
the 


grand stand on the other side of tht 
track. Three shots were fired. When 
the men recovered from their first 
surprise one of them procured a re- 
volver and 'fired foiir shots in return. 
Then seven more came 
from 
the 


grand stand. 


By this time the entire camp was 


in a turmoil and nearly wild with an- 
gry excitement. A shotgun was found 
in the camp and discharged in the di- 
rection where the first shots came. 
After that nothing further was hearo 
and it is supposed that the shooters 
fled. This affair was not reported to 
the police. 


The Finns who number about r>0, 


have been greatly worked up over the 
affair and declare that if there is a 
•repetition of the shooting tonight or 
any other night, there wilt be trouble 
doing. The Finns as a class are quiet 
and inoffensive but when aroused they 
can do their share of the fighting. On 
the whole it may be well to leave 
them alone.
